The two last named broke 
their acborage and went ashcra about 9 
o’clock in tbe m ornirg. 
The Connsught and 
Tiger held on till towards evening, when both 
went on. 
All four versria lost their mizzen­ 
mast. 
The Souther Chief lest its maiumast, 
and one man was killed ty the fail of a yard. 
The gale was po severe th at no steamers could 
go to the relief. 
After the ships struck, the 
sea made clean breaches ever them . 
This 
evening a tug from ths ecene of disaster re­ 
ports water flowing in and out of all of the 
vces-ls. 
The G ettysburg and Southern Chief 
went on at high tice. 
I t is feared neither 
will be got off. 
A il the ships were in ballast 
except tbe Connaught, which has a cargo tf 
lumber for South Africa. 
The Tiber and 
Duke of Argyle rode ont the gals in safety, 
the Tiber losing one anchor line. 
Anchors 
and chains were all lost before tbe ships 
finally broke away. 
The steamship G. YV. 
Elder had just arrived from San Francisco 
acd lay at the m outh of V ictoria harbor 
when the gale sprang np, and she ran into 
Esquimalt. 
On shore the «eme wes one th at 
buflled description. 
The wind tore and raged 
through the entire day and far into the night, 
uprooting trees and blowing down fences and 
sign-boards, and earning much discomfort, 
and in some cases peril. 
I t is a remarkable 
fact that during the gale the glass, compara­ 
tively hLh, never felt below 19 50. 
V ictoria, A pril 17th.—The condition of 
the wrecked ships is very discouraging. 
Iu 
fact the Tiger, Southern C rL f and G ettys­ 
burg ate said to be leyend hope. Tho T it or’s 
hack is certainly broken. 
Tee tide ebbs and

The condition of tbe Connaught is slightly 
better, and hopes are expressed th a t she will 
be got off.

T here are no d e ta il in the 
diplom atic history of the U nited States of 
g reater interest, or upan which so much 
depended, as those th a t m ake up the record 
o f th e negotiations conducted by theA m sr- 
ican Commissioners. 
The record involves 
such names of Am erican patriots as those 
of Benjam in Franklin, Jo h n Adams, H enry 
L aurens and John Jay, and such on the 
aid e of E rg lan d as P itt, B urke and Fox, 
L ords N orth, Rockingham , Shelburne, the 
D uke of Portland, and other B ritish states­ 
m en, 
There is some disagreem ent as to 
th e exact date when England’s acknow l­ 
edgm ent of onr independence was made, 
an d th is has been suggested as an excuse 
<‘¿>r th e w ant »f attention being given to 
tm . approaching anniversary, bu t it is not 
sufficient. 
I t was recognized by Genera! 
W ashington 
as 
proper 
to 
celebrate 
th e 
event 
on 
the 
I9;h 
of 
April. 
T he provisional treaty , conditionally recog­ 
nizing us a nation, was draw n and agreed 
to and reported to Parliam ent (December, 
1782) tom e m onths before th e final compact 
w as sealed, for negotiation» w ith France 
an d Spain were involved, and these were 
n o t concluded u n til late in the spring of 
1783. 
W ashington, on th e 19th of April, 
proclaim ed a t 
the arm y 
headquarters 
a t N ew ourg th a t hostilities had ceased, 
an d th e array celebrated on th a t day th e 
term ination of 
the war. 
W ashington’s 
proclam ation referred to tlfc final action by 
th e K ing and Parliam ent in regard to the 
provisional treaty, w hich action was had 
in Jan u a ry , 17S3, for iu those day a a long 
tim e was consumed in the transm ission of 
new s across the A tlantic. 
A pril 29ih, 
H artley , for th e K ing, proposed to the 
A m erican Commissioners a full reciprocity 
tre a ty , b u t it was M ay 21et before a reply 
to

m ade. 
I t 
was 
not 
u ntil 
Septem ber 
3 1 
th a t 
the 
definitive 
trea ty 
was 
settled , and onr Congress did not m eet to 
ra tify it u n til N ovem ber 3d. 
So few m em ­ 
b ers were then present—fifteen—th a t ac­ 
tio n was delayed u n til Jan u ary 14, 1784, 
w hen, by great effort, enough delegates 
w ere got together representing nine States, 
to sanction th e compact. 
B ut as th e real 
ev en t of im portance culm inated in th e year 
1783, no m atter w hat dates th e original 
docum ents show in the history of the 
transaction, it seems to us th a t the usual 
fo u rth of Ju ly celebration could this year 
b e m ade especially interesting by devoting 
i t largely to exercises com m em orative of 
t i e great events and great names associated 
w ith the negotiation for th e trea ty of prac", 
a n d through w hich we won the acknow l­ 
edgm ent of 
th e nation th a t theretofore 
claim ed our allegiance, th a t we w ere ire ;

a new form . 
W e shall 
have representations of A dam s and Franklin 
and th eir colleagues, and of th e English and 
Frenoh statesm en who stood our friends. 
W e shall hear read some of the rem arkable 
ii'.eratnre cf the negotiation?, not th e least 
interesting of w hich was the speech of the 
K ing of England, ia w hich he grudgingly 
granted w hat he could no longer w ithhold, 
and w herein he reasserted th a t a system ci 
m onarchy is essential to th e enjoym ent of 
constitutional liberty. 
The event can be 
m ade one of decided interest ; it w ill be 
new to th e youth of tbe land, and w ill in­ 
vite anew to the reading of the diplom atic 
history of the nation. By all m eans, thee, 
let tie celebrate on th is year w ith special 
reference to com m em orating th e sscond 
m ost notable and im portant event recorded 
in the annals of peace in all onr national

THE 
COUPON 
CASH. 


The decision cf th e Superior Court, 
published in the R e c o rd U n io n yesterday, 
concerning the bonded indebtedness of this 
city, goes to th e extent only of deciding 
th at a w rit of m andate will not issue to 
compel the 
T reasurer of 
the city 
to 
pay from th e sinking and interest fund 
eums alleged to be due on oonpons of city 
bonds, upon th e m ere presentation to him 
of such coupons, w ithout auy action pre­ 
fatory c-n th e part of the city governm ent 
directing him so to pay. 
The inference 
m ay be draw n th a t such m andate would 
not issue to compel the Board of C ity 
T rustees to m ake suoh an order to tbe 
T reasurer to pay the coupons, although 
th at was not in issue in this co.se. 
The 
decision is based also opon th e fact th a t 
the A ct of 1858, setting 
asido 
a p er­ 
centage of w ater rents for th e 
siukiug 
and interest 
fnnd, 
was 
repealed 
by 
the 
A ct 
of 
1863, 
w hich 
provided 
th a t 
a 
specific 
percentage 
of 
the ntl revenue from w ater rents should 
be p u t in to th a t fond, and the fact th a t 
th e petitioner in th e case before th e Court 
did no t allege a refusal to place in th e fund 
a percentage of th e net proceeds. 
The de­ 
cision of the C ourt justifies th e inference 
th a t the Legislature possessed the power 
to am end, alter, change, or even abolish 
th e com pact under w hich th e bonds were 
issued. 
I t also may be inferred th a t the 
legislative authority has practically denied 
the city creditors under bonds any remedy, 
by any process, against tbe city, in the na­ 
ture of attachm ent or levy, in any p ro ­ 
ceedings against th e revenues of the city. 
The question of th e d u ty of the T rustees 
of th e city to set aside 55 per cent, of the 
general fund, the revenue from licenses, 
harbor dues, and fines, for the interest 
fund, 
was not 
involved in th is case. 
W hile it is not declared in the decision, the 
lino of reasoning running through it and 
the citation of authorities justify th e con­ 
clusion th a t if th e Saprem e Court shall 
sustain th e decisión, the creditors of the 
city, represented by outstanding bonds, 
will be deprived of any process w hatever by 
which they can realize, by levy or other­ 
wise, upon th e irciaims, even if they should 
pass into th e form of judgm ents. 
If this 
position is tru e and is established by the 
C ourt of last resort, it will be equivalent 
to saying to th e bondholders th a t they 
took th eir bonds w ith presum ptive know l­ 
edge of this condition, and therefore it 
does not lie in th eir m ouths to complain. 
The logic of tbis chain of reasoning results 
in th e declaration th a t the sovereign power 
has the right, a t any tim e, to alter or avoid 
its contracts, and th a t the creditors m ust 
rely solely upon the good faith 
of the 
governmí-nt w ith w hich they are dealing 
to discharge its obligations.
